DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 8 and 22-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding Claims 1 and 3, the closest prior art, Ragil et al. (US Patent No. 

6,353,144 B1) reference discloses claimed process except for the adsorbent having a 
selectivity order from mono-branched to linear further to multi-branched 
hydrocarbons. 

3. Claims 4-1 7 are dependent claims of claim 1 . 

Regarding Claim 18, the closest prior art, Ragil et al. (US Patent No. 6,353,144 
B1) reference discloses claimed process except for the mixture of hydrocarbons 
consisting of linear, mono-branched, and multi-branched alkanes being contacted with 
only one zeolitic adsorbent wherein mono-branched alkanes from said mixture are 
preferentially absorbed. 

Claims 22-23 are dependent claims of claim 18.
